B ut just

T he race l.s over, b ut the work is 
never done w’hlle the power to work 
rem ains.'

Quotes I.atin Poet.

Mr. Seab ury is a form er judge of 
the c ourt of Appeals and the unsuc­

governor in 1918.

Tam m y d em ocrat At the state con­ 
vention in 1918 he characterized Al 
E, Sm ith, then the recipient of his 
first nom ination for governor, as 
“the b est representatli'e of the worst 
elem ent of the dem ocratic party." 
Mr, C rain left the sta te Suprem e 
court b ench In 1929 to b e T am m any 
candidate for district attorney. He is 
70 years old

of Bellevue, strapped to a stretcher.

Five house detectives and a 
nurse labored with him for three

Hospital officials said he was not 
in a serious condition but would 
require constant care and observa- 
tion to restore his mental state to 
normal.

and three in Keya Paha county. 


The attorney said these actions 


are 
the first of the kind ever 
brought in Nebraska and are started 
as -A result of the recent opinion of 
Attorney General C. A. Sorensen 
declaring such action possible. 
The department alleges that the 


defendants exchanged cotes and 
other paper assets of the bank for 
certificates of deposit of certain 
friends of the bank's officers.

Friends Favored. 


By this " process, it is alleged, 


friends of the bank's officers got 
their money out in the form of 
notes, and no funds were left for 
payment of claims of other legiti- 
mate creditors. 
"If the courts uphold us in these 
actions," Warner said, ' the way will 
be open to recover millions of dol- 
lars for ti« - ueocsitefg of failed 
banks." 
The petitinns recite that the Citi- 


zens bank of Stuart was closed on 
December 1, 1930, by the banking 
department.

WASHINGTON, March ».—The 


treasury department will take steps 
promptly to buy sites Jor new fed- 
eral DUiidings at Sidney and David 
City, Neb., and to buy additional 
land for the extensions and re- 
modelings of •the Grand Island and 
Beatrice post offices. 
It will be necessary to advertise 


for offers of sites for the new 
structures. The advertisements will 
be published and after the bids are 
opened here, a site agent will be 
sent to inspect the sites. A site 
agent will also probably go to 
Grand Island and Beatrice to de- 
termine what land is needed for 
the extensions and remodelings 
there, negotiate with the owners of 
the needed land, and determine 
whether condemnation proceedings 
will be- necessary. 
After the site agents have re- 
ported—which will probably not be 
before fall on account of the vast 
number to be inspected throughout 
the country—the interdepartmental 
public buildings committee will at- 
tempt to select sites out of those 
offered. Sometimes this is a diffi- 
cult job, lasting for years if local 
controversies arise over the sites or 
if the prices asked are too high, in 
the opinion of the committee. 
Pass On Title. 


After the site is selected, the de- 
partment of justice must investigate 
title to the property and produce 
an absolutely clear title, a job which 
is sometimes long, before the comp- 
troller general can approve payment 
for the land. A recent change in 
the law has somewhat shortened 
this process, however. 
When the land has been duly 
bought, a topographical survey must 
be made for the guidance of archi- 
tects and engineers in preparing 
plans. Again advertisements must 
be published, bids opened, and the 
contract awarded. 
/Only after the topographical sur- 
vey is completed and accepted can 
the treasury architects begin pre- 
paring plans and specifications. For 
the smaller projects, this process 
has been considerably shortened by 
the preparation of "type plans" 
which, with few changes, can be 
used for different buildings. 
When the sketches are prepared, 
they are sent to each governmental 
department expecting to use the 
building for its approval of space 
allocated for each 
department's 
uses. 
Then the treasury can advertise 
for bids for construction. 
Adver- 
tisements must be published for 
three to six weeks, depending upon 
the size of the project, and then 
the bids are opened, investigated, 
and one is accepted. 
Letting Contract. 


The successful contractor is given 
a mouth to assemble his materials 
and labor. Under a change just 
made in the law, t!"1 contractor 
must give preference to local labor 
and pay the highest prevailing local 
wage. 
Then ground can be broken and 
work actually started. ^ 
Thus it is hardly possible that 
work can be begun on the (65,000 
David City post office or the $80,000 
Sidney post office before spring of 
1932.Work might be started earlier on 
the $50,000 extension and remodel-

A constitutional amendment to pre- 
vent this country from going to .war, 
except in case of attack, until after 
a referendum was recommended to- 
day to the war policies commission.. 
The plan was proposed by Rear 


Admiral Samuel McGowan, retired 
who was paymaster general and the 
chief supply officer of the Navy dur- 
mging the World war. 


McGowan's plan also provided for 
drafting, in case of war, every able 
bodied male citizen between 18 and 
35 and fcr constitutional prohibition 
against increasing prices or wages 
during war.

Travel Leciurti- Declares 
Culture Taught Instead 


Of Efficiency. 


"In the United States we teach 


efficiency, in the South American 
countries they teach culture," de- 
clared Wilbur S. Tupper, a travel 
lecturer who was in Lincoln Monday 
to give an address at a public af- 
fairs luncheon at the chamber of 
commerce on the subject of "Chile." 


Mr. Tupper believes that the peo- 


ple of the United States are "more 
civilized but less cultured" than 
those of South America. This holds 
true of the mass of people in South 
American countries as well as of 
the upper class he thinks. 


An orchestra of natives clad in 
rags but playing the best music uas

given by Mr. Tupper as an example 
of the culture of the South Ameri- 
can. people. They love music, art 
and "the higher things of lifs" to a 
greater extent than do North -Am- 
ericans be believes. 


Commenting on the many govern- 


mental upheavals within the last 
year, Mr. Tupper declared they were 
due to economic -causes. When the 
people are starving, they want a 
change of government. In South 
America due to their ancestry and 
to centuries of oppression, the peo- 
ple have not 'learned to develop 
governmental affairs -by evolution 
from within, and consequently re- 
sort to revolution. They are learning 
however, not to "waste blood and 
money" in revolutions he thinks. 


Chile Progressive. 


Chile is the most progressive of all 
South American countries declared 
Mr. Tupper in his talk at the pub- 
lif affairs luncheon. Members of the 
Cosmopolitan club attended this in 
a body and representatives of the 
other luncbeonclube were present.

WHO WILL IT HIT? 


Some of the support for the income tax proposal 


now before the Nebraska legislature comes 
sources most directly affected by the measure 
fact is made clear in an editorial appearing in The 
Omaha Unionist, organ of the trades union of that 
city. It declares: 


"Wage and salary workers appear to be booked to 


bear the burden of the new revenue raising plan., The 
great bulk of the taxes now paid by townspeople are 
city and county, the state tax being negligible. But 
with a tax added to yearly earnings, it does not ap- 
pear where most people are going to get anything but 
more taxes." 


It should be recorded that what is said for the wage 


and salary workers goes also for the large part of Ne- 
braska's population, 'including those on the farm. 
Anyone cognizant with the real facts knows .the state 
tax is not the inspiration for a widespread demand 
for relief. -The state tax represents only a small por- 
tion of the tax dollar. Levies for county and school 
purposes in the rural districts, and these two, coupled 
with the tax for municipal activities, constitute the 
true burden. The proposal which is before the legis- 
, laturs for a stats Income tax will not in anyway re- 
' duce county, school, and municipal taxes. They will 
..remain the same, continuing to represent 60, 70, and 


• in some instances as much as 80 per cent on the levy 


imposed upon real estate, in the city and on the farm. 


The proposed income tax In Nebraska will simply 


open up a new avenue to increase taxation. If the law 
does bring in several million dollars annually, there 
will be that constant, irresistible temptation to devise 
new means of spending instead of reducing taxes. 
That has been the experience in other states, and 
there is no reason to anticipate a different result in 
Nebraska. The tax spender needs no special invita- 
tion to find additional means of getting rid of the 
money. It is second nature to him to think of expan- 
sion and elaboration of the activities of his depart- 
ment in order to dig more deeply into the treasury. 
He will be needing more equipment and supplies. He 
can use additional clerical help. He discovers the work 
of his department as it is being carried on does not 
fill the real needs of the state, and so he reaches out 
In order to cover wider fields. 


That Is not theory. It has happened in this state, 


and in other commonwealths, in numberless instances. 
Governmental agencies do not need to be encouraged. 
They are constantly digging in to extract larger ap- 
propriations and to add to the scope and the Impor- 
tance of their wc>jk. That is the means through 
which they seek,to perpetuate themselves. 


There Is nothing in the income tax proposal before 


the legislature which suggests a reduction in proper- 
ty taxes. It is called a substitute by its friends, and 
they are unquestionably honest in believing it to be 
such a program, but in the end they will discover 
they have loaded another stone upon their backs, and 
what is worse, upon the backs of hundreds of thou- 
sands of men and women who are now paying all they 
can for the support of government. 


It is Inevitable there should be a great deal of 


bunkum in tax discussions. There is a great deal 
said about the wage and salary workers, who do not 
own property, escaping taxation. They pay their share 
of the taxes only they do not pay them directly. They 
pay higher rents, higher prices, for fuel, coal and 
clothing, for everything which they must have to live. 
It should not be forgotten that taxes are passed on to 
the consumer. They have to be added to the price 
of commodities. This provision of the state Income 
tax law which calls for a state tax of 4 per cent on 
the income of business and industry will be passed 
on to the consumer. Now in addition to the Indirect 
tax which thousands of low paid wage earners and 
salaried men will pay he win have a tax of $3 a year 
if he makes as much as $1,000 a year. The tenant 
fanner, and there are thousands of them in this state, 
in addition to paying a rent which Includes taxes on 
the land which he farms, will be obligated to pay *3 
if he nets as much as tl.OOO clear and corresponding 
higher rates on everything above that. Even the land 
owner, shifting the burden as he believes he is. will 
pay slightly if any less real estate tax, and in addi- 
tion an income tax in the event his Income exceeds 
or equals $1,000 for a single man and $2,000 for a 
married man. 


The long and the short of it is that the proposed 


Income tax mil hits everyone because it Is not a sub- 
stitute but an increased tax buries.

REVIEWING THE FIFTY YEARS. 


The remarkable development of Nebraska's agricul- 


ture in the last half century was reviewed in an ar- 
ticle by A. K Anderson, federal and state crop statis- 
tician, which appeared in the .Sunday issue of The 
Lincoln Star, The record of the growth and expan- 
sion in agriculture during the past fifty years was in- 
teresting but the significant part of the article was ' 
that concerned with "What lies ahead for this state?" 


The conclusion of Mr. Anderson, based not 
on 


hunches or guesses but on a knowledge of the state's 
present condition and its possibilities, follows: 


"The progress of Nebraska agriculture during the 


past fifty years, phenomenal as it has been, still leaves 
opportunity for as great development during the next 
fifty years." 


This optimistic outlook should reassure those who 


are inclined in a period of temporary depression to 
look to the future with fear. The progress which has 
lifted Nebraska from one of the "desert waste land" 
areas to a leading agricultural state is a matter of 
record which cannot be disputed. 
Soured by the 


bad taste of hard times, some people have reached 
the conclusion that this progress was that of a 
"boom" period connected with the opening of new 
lands and that it cannot possibly continue. 


But Mr» Anderson points out that there is still much 


"pioneering" to be done in Nebraska. Agriculture is 
still conducted on large scale production with farm 
units that in some cases are 100,000 acres in area. 
There is a considerable portion of land which 9an 
be placed in cultivation through irrigation and be 
developed into one of the most productive areas in 
the nation. Thsn in certain industries, only the sur- 
face has been scratched. In dairying for example, 
the Nebraska farmer can produce more economically 
than any other state, yet it ranks only about thir- 
teenth in the nation. 


The fly in the ointment is found in the prices paid 


for agricultural products. Anderson does not make 
an out and out prediction of as much development in 
the next half century as there was in the last fifty 
years. He says it would be safe to predict as much 
progress "if the Nebraska farmer could be assured 
of a price for his products that would be on a parity 
with the prices received by other large industries." 


This means that there is a fight ahead. It is not 


a battle between the farmer and the city resident 
within this state. It is a struggle between agriculture 
and other great industries, such as the steel Industry 
for example. Agriculture doesn't mean the farmer 
alone, it Includes all the lines of activity that are de- 
pendent upon agriculture for their prosperity In a ' 
state such as Nebraska. The prosperity of the vil- 
lages, towns and cities is linked with that of the 40- 
acre farms and the 100,000-acre ranches. The battle 
to secure fair returns for the agricultural Industry 
is one which must be carried on by the business as 
well as the farm leaders of Nebraska.

GAINING AIR SAFETY. 


Increasing Safety of air travel is indicated in the 


gradual changes in policies of insurance companies 
toward risks who make frequent use of the air. 


ZJfe Insurance companies now, for the most part, 


require no additional premium for the person who 
contemplates occasional flights on regular-ah- lines. 
The scale of additional premiums demanded for per- 
sons flying regularly and particularly for pilots Is 
undergoing modification downward. While aviation 
officials cbntend that the rates are out of proportion 
to the percentage of risk involved, the downward 
trend is a satisfactory indication that effort* to re- 
duce dangers of air travel are taking effect. 


The tendency is perhaps best noted in the chang- 


ing attitude of accident insurance companies. While 
still limited, such policies as affecting air travel and 
been substantially modified. Several companies are 
n»w considering accident policies -with no restrictions 
on flying, and at moderate rates. It is indicative of 
the time when air travel will occasion little more 
thought than automobile travel. 


Aviation, like every modern Industry, has an appall- 


ing accident tolL This country, in facing its prob- 
lems of^ industrial development, needs to spend In- 
creasing attention on development of safety measures 
in all fields -which wffl of themselves aid in insuring 
against injuries -which mean suffering to the injured 
and friends and families.

Smce the infant Christian 
Church in that city was sanctified 
unto the God of all holiness, He 
could tolerate nothing but the high-

One of the dangers of any kind 


of health talk is the creation of fear. 
I agree with the Christian Scientis- 


ts, at least .to 
this extent, that 
fear is an ac- 
tual cause 
of 
disease — men- 
tal and spirit- 
ual, if not bod- 
ily.It is very easy 
lor health writ- 
ers to fall into 
this halat. They 
feel the neces- 
sity of empha- 
sizing t h e i r 
point, and there 
is no better -way 
to do it than to 
call on the emo- 
tions and im- 


agination of their audience. And no 
emotion is more potent than Sc*~, 
and no emotion more powerful Jn 
arousing imagination. 
Particularly dangerous is this 
practice if there is nothing to be 
done about the situation after the 
fear has been crossed. That is -wny 
this column says very little about 
cancer and gives very litl»e support 
to the propaganc'a d the Society 
lor the Prevention of Cancer.

Now this 5s a silly pronouncement. 


If there is any disease on the face 
of Use earihat that is a minor all-

example of it I am aware that it

As is the warning that a neglected 
cold is fraught with hideous pcest- 
blit-js. Pneumonia is never a sequel 
of a cold. If pceumonia occurs, it 
is pneumonia, from the beginning. 
And far from preparing the ground 
for pneumonia, the immunity reac* 
tion given to -the body by an attack 
of cold actually tends 10 prevent a 
person from catching pneumonia. 


That colds lead to tuberculosis is 


an eoually fallacious piece of rea- 
soning; Tuberculosis may indeed ap- 
pear to begin by having for its 
earliest symptoms a tendency to 
catch numerous colds. But ftese 
colds -were actually indications of 
active tuberculosis Ires: the begin- 
ning.

Legislatures make the appropri- 
ations and tax commissions fix the 
property levies to meet the require- 
ments. The proposed income tax bill 
for Nebraska provided that the pro- 
ceeds of the tax shall be placed in 
the treasury and be deducted from 
the budget, that a state property 
levy the~>. shall be made to raise the 
remaindtj of the requirements as 
appropriated by the legislature. 


Industry that seeks to prosper in 


Nebraska should not fear an income 
tax although admittedly enacted to 
afford agricultural relief. The writer 
questions the expediency of the 
present legislature seeking to impose 
an income tax on corporations. No 
law can te successful when misun- 
derstood and opposed by a formid- 
able minority. There can be no rea- 
aooable objection .to a 
corporate 
body paying a tax on net income 
any more than an individual, but an 
income tax is so reasonable and fair 
that if a start were made with indi- 
viduals it would seem possible to fol- 
low at another legislative 
session 


with a corporation tax. It has been 
suggested that the whole matter be 
submitted to the voters at the next 
election under the initiative law. It 
would incur an added expense that 
might be avoided if the present 
legislature will pass a simple, under- 
standibla law as a start in the right 
direction.

The orchestra of the- Chicago 


Civic opera company, which will ap- 
pear at the University of Nebraska 
coliseum, Tuesday, March 17, is one 
of the two first class operatic or- 
chestras in tha United States. It 
has reached its present state of ex- 
cellence by dint of patient, pains- 
taking organization extending over 
a long period of years. 
Its manager is Joseph Raffaelli, 
who came to it in 1910 from the 
Metropolitan in New York. Bring- 
ing with him the best members of 
the Manhattan's orchestra, then in 
process of dissolution, together with 
some musicians who had been with 
him at the Metropolitan, he formed 
a group which was a success from 
the very start

Campbell Says Banks 


Lost on Every Issue 


They Raised. 


Further Litigation Would 


Be Bad Thing For 


State.. 


In a statement given out for pub- 


lication Monday, C. J. Campbell, 
who wa sone of the attorneys repre- 
senting tbe depositors in the recent 
litigation involving the validity of 
assessments under the bank guar- 
anty law, asserts that the banks lost 
on every issue raised by them and 
that to litigate further would be a 
most unfortunate thing for the peo- 
ple of Nebraska. Further court ac- 
tion he says, would only result as 
have suite previously brought and 
would be injurious to the entire 
public. 
The statement in full follows: 
"Attorneys for certain state banks 


of Nebraska recently have suggested 
the possibility of furtner litigation 
to avoid guaranty fund assessments. 
Such public announcement was un- 
fortunate. The mere suggestion of 
further-litigation is harmful to bus- 
iness generally and to banking in 
particular, and if such litigation is 
undertaken, it will be a colossal 
blunder It will be a mistake, ex- 
ceeded only by the original mistake 
of the banks in instituting the ac- 
tion in which they recently were de- 
feated in the Supreme court of the 
United States. That action was dis- 
astrous to the business and economic 
interests of the state. 


"Are 
the banks oblivious to the 
consequences of the litigation that 
has Just ended? It was started in 
December, 1928 to enjoin assess- 
ment under the -bank guaranty law. 
At that time there was on deposit in 
state banks tlie sum of $270,000,000. 
During the two years of litigation 
that followed deposits fell to $139,- 
000,000, or to approximately one- 
lalf. This drop in deposits was 
mainly due to the misguided action 
f the banks in attempting by court 
procedure to avoid their legal and 
moral obligation to their depositors: 


uch action on the part of the 
was tainted with repudiation 
nd was deeply resented by de- 
positors who retaliated by withhold- 
ng further deposits and withdraw- 
ing deposits already made. 
Litigation WM Harmful. 
"Banks are clearing houses for 
ommerce and are the agencies 
hrough which credit is employed to 
urther business. The battle which 
he banks waged against depositors 
etarded business progress m the 
tate and accentuated the depres- 
sion and the harmful results of the 
futile litigation is apparent to every- 
jne. 
"Seemingly to sustain the morale 
jf the banks, preparatory to such 
litigation, there was recently pub- 
lished a statement belittling the suc- 
ess of depositors in their defeat of 
the banks in the Supreme coon;. 
Tns statement almost conveyed the 
mpression that the banks were vie- 
orious, so lacking was it in the vir- 
;ue of modesty. The record is quite 
x> the contrary. The banks lost on 
very issue raised by the pleadings. 
These issues specifically set out were 
as follows: 1. That the assessment 
was not a debt or liability of the 
bank but was an assessment against 
ts capital stock- a.JThe assessment 
ras unjust and discriminating and 
jonsequently unconstitutional, since 
not levied against national banks, 
The assessments was confiscatory 
and consequently unconstitutional. 
;. The assessment dppnved banks 
of vested rights in their property 
and consequently was not constitu- 
ionaL The depositors met and over- 
drew every issue thus raised by the 
>anks. 
"There will be no mitigating con- 
siderations if the banks repeat the 
oily by precipitating further litfga- 
ion. Even the suggestion of such 
litigation is deplored by all public 
spirited citizens who have the inter- 
est of the state at heart."

The income tax is primarily an 


urban tax designed to reach a class 
of persons who are escaping a 
rightful share of government sup- 
port, but who are at the some time 
most able to make such contribu- 
tions. The income tax is a means 
of reaching thij class who receive 
large incomes from personal services 
and intangible sources and who may 
own little or no property. The add- 
ed burden of the income tax on ag- 
riculture has been more than off- 
set by the lessened property tax. 
Students and authorities of public 
finance recognize the Income tax 
as one of the most equitable means 
of reaching "ability to pay." 


The rates are a bit more severe on 


small incomes than those in other 
states using the income tax, while 
on the other hand it is likewise 
lenient upon the higher incomes. 
The rates on corporations are in 
line -with those of the state which 
have some form of a corporation in- 
come tax 
It is significant that in "Wisconsin 


and New York the income tax dur- 
ing the last two years has yielded 
approximately 11 per cent of all 
stafe and local taxes collected. This 
is clearly a supplementary tax in 
the absence of which would have 
necessitated 
increased 
property 
taxes. Therefore it has lessened 
the burden on general property. 
The per capita general property 
tax levies as reported by TJ. S. Bur- 
eau of Census on Financial Statis- 
tics of Stai* Governments, for 1928 
in Nebraska was f 8.74 as compared 
with $3 54 in Wisconsin and $2.65 in 
New York. Of all revenue collected 
pei- capita in 1928 for Nebraska it 
was $17.29 as compared with S432 
in 1917; for Wisconsin it was $15.68 
as compared with $6.41; and in New 
New York $19.82 as compared with 
$6.33 which shows that Nebraska 
has" had a greater increase per 
capita. The same bulletin 
shows 
that a general property levy in Ne- 
braska for 1928 was 50 per cent of 
all revenues collected. In Wiscon- 
sin it was 22.6 per cent, in New 
York it was only 10.3 per cent, in 
Massachusetts it was 14 per cent 
and in Missouri it was 14 per cent. 


The method by which a tax is 


collected is of vital concern to the 
tax payer who is interested in 
whether he must suffer an addi- 
tional burden on his general prop- 
erty or whether a more equitable 
source may be used to meet the in- 
creased burden. Ihe o-smership of 
DTODerty is not ar. exclusive evi- 
dence of ability to pay, but the the 
receipt of an income over a general- 
ly recognized minimum is without 
question a real evidence of abilty. 
hence a just source of additional 
revenue from these most abla to 
pay. 
It is too sweeping a statement to 
say that in Wisconsin "—scores of 
the great industrial plants furnish- 
ing employment to thousands of 
r—n, junked their factories and 
moved bag and baggage to Illinois. 
Indiana, > and other nearby states." 
This is not correct, even though 
such propaganda was used there 
and elsewhere since. Figures prrs- 
antd in an impartial studv made by 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board on this very problem in 1924

Substitute Bill is to Be 


Presented to Senate 


Group. 


Advocates of gasoline tax exemp- 


tion prepared Monday to renew 
their fignt with a new substitute 
bill, asking an exemption of two 
cents per gallon. The substitute 
measure was to be presented to the 
state senate's committee on revenue 
and taxation Monday afteritoon. 
Bills were presented originally in 
both house and senate asking for 
exemptions by sale of black colored 
gasoline for use in tractors, com- 
bines, irrigation pumps and otner 
purposes off the highways. 
Following failure to discover a 
suitable 
coloring matter, 
which 


could not easily be relieved of its 
color to permit the untaxed gasoline 
to be used for all purposes, substi- 
tute bills calling for the exemption 
by a system of affidavits, were pre- 
pared "for both 
legislature.

The house measure was submitted 
to a house committee and reported 
out on general file, resulting in a two 
day debate last week. The measure 
was killed and highway advocates 
hoped that the exemption fight had 
been disposed of. 
Senator C. W. Johnson of Potter, 


senate leader of the fight for ex- 
emptions> announced Monday morn- 
ing that the battle would be re- 
newed in the senate with the offer- 
ing of the two cent substitute ex- 
emption plan. 
The substitute bill as drafted 


would allow all persons using gaso- 
line for purposes other than in mov- 
ing vehicles on the highways, to file 
affidavits as to amount of gasoline 
used for other purposes. 
Following submission of the affi- 
davits they could secure a refund of 
two cents on every gallon of gaso- 
line from the four cent per gallon 
tax previously paid. 
The refund 
would be paid from the general 
state funds before distribution of 
the gas tax to state highway pur- 
poses or to the counties. 
One cther'change is incorporated 
in the new substitute measure. It 
changes the time within which such 
affidavits are to be made from 90 
days after purchase of the gasoline 
to 60 days.

There- 
fore the provision in this bffl for 
the issuing of bonds without a -vote 
is inoperative.

Must Meet Obligation-. 


As enunciated eight years ago by 
Charles Evans Hughes, then secre- 
tary of state, the American policy 
has been that Russia must settle its 
officials and private obligations to 
the United States and its citizens 
and cease its propaganda activities 
intended to overthrow the American 
government. Repudiated Russian ob- 
ligations to American citizens are 
estimated to be near $400,000,000, 
while there also is in the balance a 
$187.000,000 credit extendd by the 
United States to the provisional gov- 
ernment which followed the czar. 
Recent agitation of embargoes on 
Russian goods has been responsible 
to some extent for Secretary- Simp- 
son's decision. The state and treas- 
ury departments have been facing 
<*n unusual problem under 
the 
Smoot-Hawley tariff act. which for- 
bade the importation of goods pro- 
duced by forced or convict labor. 


Increase in Trade. 


The question of trade is not a 
small one. In the Soviet's fiscal year 
ended last October. American ex- 
ports totaled $145,000,000 and im- 
ports $32,000,000, or 28 per cent more 
than ever before. 
Most of this was handled through 
the Amtorg Trading corporation, 
unof licial soviet agency which drew 
some criticism from a special house 
committee after its investigation of 
communism. . 
The unofficial relationship be- 
tween the United States and soviet 
Russia has been strained frequently. 
The most recent tension was that 
which followed the United States' 
suggestions to the soviet during the 
lattcr's dispute with China. Secre- 
tary SHmson suggested the soviet 
adhere to the principles of the Kel- 
logg pact, and Moscow replied in 
what «as considered by some of- 
ficials to be a critical and some- 
what satirical vein.

More stringent penalties are in 
store for liquor-using automobile 
drivers who become Involved in ac- 
cidents, ' unless Governor Bryan

Cumulative penalties are fixed by 
this measure as follows for persons 
convicted of driving while under in- 
fluence of intoxicants:

Lincoln, Council Resolves 


Againsf the Pending 


Senate Bill. 


The members of the city council 


we« slated to go on record Monday 
afternoon as being opposed to the 
passage of S. F, No- 16, now pend- 
ing in the state senate. A resolu- 
tion condemning the measure signed 
by Mayor Love and all of the com- 
missioners, was on file at noon. The 
bill sets up a police commission and 
civil service in the Lincoln police de- 
partment. 


According to the resolution the 


bill is considered by the council as 
a direct violator, of the city's right 
of self-government under the home 
rule charter- If legislation such as 
is contemplated by the measure is 
desired, it is stated, it should be 
proposed by the people of the city 
themselves in the manner proposd 
by the chapter. 


The resolution follows: 
Whereas the people or the city of Lin- 


coln, us provided by the constitution of the 
state of Nebraska on November H 1917.

self government, and

Nebraska h»s heretofore always recognized 
the right of the city of Lincoln thereund- 
er to manage its own local affairs, and

ed, fails to so recognize the rights of the 
city of Lincoln, and 


Whereas the city council of the city of 
Lincoln is always willing and eager to ob- 
tain suggestions 
and 
recommendation? 


from any of tne citizens of Lincoln, 
or 
any group thereof, with a view to lmprov_ 
ing the conditions of the said city, and 


Whereas no suggestions such as con- 


tained in Senate File No. 16. as amended 
have ever been presented b,v nnjonc to 
the city council for consideration.

shelter from the bitter weather with- 
out the danger of falling masonry. 


Quakes Felt In Greece. 


The quakes, both Saturday and 
yesterday, extended from eastern

Chimneys 
fell over the entire area. 


King Alexander and Premier Gen- 
eral Zivkovitch left here during the 
day for southern Serbia to superin- 
tend relief operations, which were 
already under way. Trains being 
sent out with food, shelter, medi- 
cines and drinking water. Before 
departing the king gave orders that 
such soldiers as had homes in the 
devastated area be allowed to re- 
turn there at once and aid in caring 
for relatives. 


Every Building Wrecked. 


Not one building was left standing 
in Pirava where nineteen persons 
were killed. The bridge across the 
Parva between Skoplje and Guevgeli 
collapsed, interrupting railroad trafr- 
fic. 
In one village near Guevgeil 
there were 29 dead and 22 wounded. 
The railway station in Demirka.pu 
was razed by the shocks which killed 
two children and injured two adults

in a Bulgarian border village 
Leski. Houses were destroyed 
Neyrokop. 


Afraid as residents were to go back 
into such homes as were left stand- 
ing the quakes occasioned real suf- 
fering throughout the stricken areas. 
The shocks yesterday occurred in ex- 
ceptionally bad weather, stormy, 
black night. Supply and relief work 
is apt to be slow inasmuch as the 
railroads have suffered with spread- 
ing rails and damaged roadbeds. 
Water mains were broken in many 
places. 


Heavy Snow In England. 


LONDON, March 9— (AP)— Bitter 
winter weather which swept most of 
Europe over the week-end closed in 
on London and southern England 
today. With temperatures very low, 
a high wind drove a heavy snow be- 
fore it today with indications that it 
would continue. 


Elsewhere in Britain the storm 
abated, leaving eastern Scotland 
deep in the year's worst snow. Some 
sheep fanners lost half the lamb 
yield and rabbits and pheasants were 
destroyed. 
Northeastern England 
also was under a thick while blanket 
with the most bitter weather of the 
winter prevailing. 
Northern France. Germany, Bel- 
gium, Scandinavia, Austria and Po- 
land all were affected by the un- 
usual cold. Snowdrifts blocked high- 
ways and delayed trains, while. 
where it was warmer, swollen rivers 
threatened serious flooding. Snow 
continued for 46 hours straight in 
Vienna.

Who has not been in homes 


where, when his majesty, the baby, 
has finally dropped off to sleep, 
every sound was hushed, 
people 
walked on tiptoes, and no one dared 
talk above a whisper? 
This is all nonsense. A healthy 
baby, properly trained, should sleep 
peacefully through all the ordinary 
household noises. To be sure, he 
should have a room of his own, the 
door of which is closed. 
Although the hour of his nap may 
not be the time in which to use a 
hammer or play the phonograph in 
the adjoining room, the sound of 
conversation, of comings and goings, 
closing doors and running 
water 
should not waken him. 
In the city, it is of course impos- 
sible to keep out all noises, even if 
one tries. There will always be the 
sounds of trucks, the horns of mo- 
tor cars, the ringing of bells and 
shouts on the streets. The child 
inevitably learns to sleep through 
these noises, and he can quite com- 
fortably learn to sleep through those 
inside the house as well.
